How French Examine
Candidates

NE of the joys of Ignorance Is to llve In

Today 1 assisted
at a paychometer test, 1 did not Know
what a psychometer was nor that such an
Instrument existed.

“You are golpg to assist at something
that makes clear why the French army alr-
man s In surpassing average the best In
the world, It's the supreme test of judg-
ment, courage and action, You shall see”

“A psychometer,” continued my friend,
YIs an Instrument Invented by Doctor Mar-
choux, of the French army. 1 won't explain
it You shall see.*

Fractlons of sgeconds pasp Into the nmys-
tery of time between our sighting, hearing
or feeling any glven thing and the period
when any glven thing Is sensed and grasped
by our nervous system ; when we are con-
gclous our eye has seen, our ear heard, our
body felt. The bext aviator is the man who
cun reduce this period to the last fraction
of n second, The peychometer not only
notes and measures thin space of tims in &
given candidate, but records also the qual-
Ity of gang frold and coolness of nerve he
may b possessged of,

The room we entered wos severely mili-
tary in aspect. Upon the wallg hyng o num-
ber of black paper charts with more or less
zigzag white vertleal lines upon them, and
n few mape of the fromt. A wooden bonch
that would seat a dozen men, four or five
cane-seat chairs and two tables cnmprised
ite furnishings. 1"pon the tables were what
seemed to me sclentifie apparatus of small
dimension.

The candidate just about to be examined
wore the uniform of n sergennt of Infantry.
He was clean cut, about twenty-flve years
of age, and would limp through the rest of
his life from a wound In the thigh, He was
seated before one of the tables upon which,
at close examination, 1 saw nn electrie
chronometer with a dinl about ten inches
in dinmeter divided Into hundredths of a
sevond, A single hand maintained position
by electric contact at 100, “The whole ap-
aratus was hung ke o ship's composs,
Two fMexible metal tubes were attached to
it. One ended In the handle of a small
hammer held by the examiner. The other

“Test No, 1, said the former., “When 1
strike # blow with this hammer on thls
table, the contact will be broken and the
hand beglns to encirele.

sentinl ; the second elghteen and the re-
maining eight, elghteen. It would tuke this
would-be aviator eighteen-hundredths of a
second to see, hear and act, The average
man wou'd consume twenty -eight to
thirty-five. The second test conslzted in re-
peating the performance with the candl-
date's eyes closed. This time he would hear,
but mnot see. First result, nineteen-hun-
dredths of a second: the remaining nine,
elghteen-hundredths of a second each. The
third test was a slight blow with the ham-
mer on the nupe of the neck, Ten syccessjve
tests showed fifteen-hundredths of a second
ench.

“You'll do, gergeant, to drink in the fresh
alr up there if your sang frold Is as good as
yvour psychomeiric record,” sald the ex-
aminer, “Sit at this other table, #'ll vous
plait.”

The instrument wags oblong In shape, with
three projecting needles that could trace
white vertical lines upon n fAxed trans-
parent blackish paper. Three tulies were
attached. One ended pneumographically
and encircled the mergeant’s body at the
lungs to record the thorax movement. One
was held in the right hand to record the
rigidity of hald,

The third ended in a vasoconstrictor held
In the left hand. This would record emo-
tion telegraphed through stimulation of
blood vessels throughout the body. The one
sensation would trace three distinet records
upon the blackish paper. If fear, lack of
nerve or shock would unnerve, the corre-
sponding needle would record zigzag lines.
The less shock the straighter the line. But
the quality of each would be written down
in black and white, than which no more
rigld proof ls required In law or fact.

A Man With Nerves of Steel

Intensely interested, and with the certi-
titude that my lines under the test would
be very zigzag at the moment, 1 walted.
The examiner struck sharply upon the table
with a wooden mallet. The needles drew
three lines mbout ms stralght as unprace
ticed fingera could freeshand. Five addi-
tional impressions recorded a practical sim,
llarity of white lines,

“(Yest tres blen,” sald the examiner;
‘now close your eyes and Kkeep them
closed."
